PITTSBURG — An invitation 
to play in the Nov. 22 “Mother 
Goose Bowl M game at San Diego 
has been accepted by the un¬ 
defeated Pittsburg MallardsJ^ip. 
\Vamer League footbal l team. 

Opposing them in the 7:30 
p.m. contest will be the winner 
of a three-way playoff for the 
San Diego County champion¬ 
ship. 

This marks the fourth consecu¬ 
tive year that the Mallards have 
been invited to play in a post¬ 
season “bowl” game. They won 
16-0 over Redding in 1961; 32-0 
over Salt Lake City In 1962, and 
33-0 over Mayfair AC of Penn¬ 
sylvania in last year’s “ Disney 
Bowl” game at Philadelphia. 

The Mallards have been de¬ 
feated only once in 33 games 
since the team was organized 
in 1960, outscoring their oppo¬ 
nents 179-6 during that span.

The Mallards scored 49 touch¬ 
downs and Carlos Harris, who 
alternated at flanker and half¬ 
back, accounted for 17 of them. 
Quarterback Nick Aiello provid¬ 
ed field leadership, ball han¬ 
dling and passing that netted 
1975 yards by land and air in 
a backfield that included Full¬ 
back Bob Crowe and Halfback 
Jerry Lawrence. 

But the record in which the 
Mallards pride themselves most 
is that minus 142 yards for the 
combined opposition m eight 
games. 

“That’s something 33 kids had 
a hand in all the way,” Camitz 
pointed out. 








Mallards Beat Warner Foes, 
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33-0, Capture U.S. Title 


Pittsburg's Mallards, unbeat¬ 
en, untied and unscored on for 
the complete nine-game season, 
flew back to Oakland today the 
mythical national champions of 
Pod Warner footba ll. 

The Mallards routed the May- 
fair Athletic Club, 33-0, Friday 
in the 1963 Disneyland Bowl 
game, played in a driving rain¬ 
storm in Philadelphia. 

They were immediately hon¬ 
ored at a civic breakfast this 
morning in the auditorium at 
Pittsburg High. 

Jerry Lawrence and Carlos 
Harris led the way as the Con¬ 
tra Costa County youngsters in¬ 
creased their seasonal output to 
346 points to their nine nppo- 
| nenls’ zero. 


Lawrence set up Pittsburg’s 
initial touchdown in the opening 
quarter as he rambled 50 yards 
to the Mayfair two yard line. 
Late in the final quarter he 
raced 77 yards for a touchdown. 

Harris punched over the Mal¬ 
lards’ TD from the two in the 
first quarter, and scored again 
in the second quarter as he ran 
a punt 45 yards into the end 
zone. 

Pittsburg scored in the third 
period by blocking a Mayfair 
punt, Vince Aiello grabbing the 
loose ball and running two 
yards across the goal line. 

They cashed in on another 
break in the fourth quarter by 
recovering a fumble on the May¬ 


fair 15. Four plays later Jim 
Lanter hit paydirt from the two 
yard line. 

The Disneyland Bowl game 
pitted the best Pop Warner 
teams in the East and West. 
Boys ranging from 12 to 14 years 
in age made up the teams. 

The victory highlighted a 
week-long trip for the Mallards, 
who visited in Washington, D.C. 
and the U.S. Naval Academy at 
Annapolis, Md. before going to 
Philadelphia.
